While this was a matter of dissatisfaction,
yet It was something with which the golf-
ers had nothing to do. But on the other
hand, several things happened which reflect |
no oredit upon those who particlipated,
when objectionnble companions accompa-
nled the professionnls and made things
very unplessant The Milwaukee course
has but nine holes and no sooner had the
tourpey gotien under way until It wows
pecognized that a mistake had been mads
in attempting to hold an event of that
kind over n course of but nine holes, The |
links wers congestod and at every turn of
the way mcowling faces wora seon. For
thesa reasons {1 18 expectsd that some
trouble will be had In secugdng some golf
course which ts & bidder for the national
open event. As this (s a tourney where
profeanionals have the right-of-way the
general publie dose nol take that Interest
in it that s manifested over amateur
eventins,

Whether the blg smateur avent will ha
eontested In the enst s now a matter of no
{ittla concern to weatern golfers, who had
hoped that at lesst this event might be
held In the west and that President George
B. MeGrew of the Glen Hcho club at Bt
Louls might be a successful bldder for
the event. The Et. Louls people are bid-
ding for all the events next year, assorting
that golfers from all over the United
Btates will want to vieit the exposition
and that they can combine pleasure and
golf by having the big contests pulled oft
in that oity during the exposition.

1t i¢ now sald that when the nationnl
commitiee met last year and awarded the
natlionnl amateur event to Nassau I was
practically agreed thnt the event for this
yvear should go to the Huntington Valley
elub of Phfladeiphin, The Nassau links wers
able to get this year's event only through
the support given by the Philadelphla and
Afllantle Clity delogates and now It 1s set
up that to deprive Huntington Vallay of
this year's svent would be a breach of
trust and ample evidence of bad faith,

Following ths sulogy upon the Myopin
ecourse of Massachusetts by Captaln Low
of the Oxford-Cambridge golfers, Presldent
. Herbert Windeler of the Natiunal A=-
pocintion has come out flat-footed for the
Myopla course. From a golfer's standpoint
the Myopla coursa is better adapted to a
nationa! amateur svent than Huntington
Yalley, but the sccommodations in the
matter of train and other kinds of service
at Myopla are the weorst that could be
imuagined, while the Philadelphin golfers,
thelr well known hospitality and spirit of
“got thers,!’ would have much petter serv.
fee and make everyihing jnore comfortuble
for the visiting golfers,

No maiter where it goes, the matter of
fts lociution is something which will trou-
ble western golfers but little, ax they have
not usked for nor made any attempt to
secure a volee In the counclis of the na-
tiona! assoclation, and untf]l that ls done
the chances of aome Western town getting
this blg wnnual amateur event, or any
othef, for that matter, are mighty silm
fndeed, notwithistanding the fact that an
‘expouition I8 to be held next year in the
city where It I8 degired the tourney should
beo heid.

And this bLrings back to the golfers on
this side of the Missisnipp! the question
of loention of the blz Transmississippl
event for noxt vear. Hince the announter
ment wae made that it would likely go to
Bt. Louls, there hias been no small flurry
among the ‘western gulfers, and all are
agreed that this would be an unwise thing
to do.

which It requires But two shots
If the ball was alwuys holed In
twa more shots, thls would take a stroke
awny and reduce the avernge. And there
Is searcely s round In which a player of
average abllity does not secire a three,
This, again, reduces the average. Now, If
in thesa things the player perfects the ap-
proach shot, a wonderful improvement in
hi= game will be noted, as it will enable
him 1o cut off some more strokes and thus
the average of five stroken per ho'e which
we gave to the person making the course In
ninety strokes will be still further reduced,
1t ean, tharefore, be seen that Hilton was

A rumor has been persistently elroulated
In golf ¢circlés of lute that the United Btatea
Golf association contempiated placing under
the ban of professionallem those persons
who make n living, or add to thelr Income,
By writing on golf, It 8 clatmed on the

the country are almed at. This has not
sillsied the newspiper men and a general
protest has heen volced which bids falr to
mnke things very uncomfortable for the
koverning committea In the United States
Golf aspociation, If anything of the kind s
nitemptad. To the person who knows very
much about the gunme of golf the fact s
prtent that the average writer upon this
kubject In ag much at sen as could well be
Imagined. To write about golf when the
writor knows little, If anything, about it Is
ane of the most ludierous thinga In the
world, 1t seems that 1f the golf circles of
the United States deslred to promote golf—
the most fasclnating game ever devised—
they would do everything in thelr power to
court and Invite the newspaper men and all
othera to write upon the sublect to thelr
heart’s content. The crusade aguinst the

The vietory of Prinoeton over Yale was
a victory for oven formations, the pet
theary of F. B. Fine of Princeon, as ngalnnat
the close formations dear to the heart of
Walter Camp. It wan the heavy, hammer-
and-tongs attack of Yale in the first half

which, while galning ground, tlred the
players and made It well-nigh Impossible
for them to advance the bnll iater in the
gnme. The play seemed Lo show that a

succeseion of close formations (s too greal
& straln In o game of two thirty-five-min-
ute halveas and argues against {ts sMolency.
The cloancut, open play of Princeton wan
more frultful of resultn, Had the gume
been extended this contrasi would have
been more pronounced, because when time
waus called the ball was golng steadily to-
wards the Yale goal line.

The unusunl and spectacular resuits of
the foot ball games which were played o
week ngo yesterday, In which goale from
the fleld played the most Important part,
has already brought about n renewed agl-
tation rogarding the scoring valus of
such featuren of the game The only tal-
Hles which have been made agalnst Yale
this year, except the touchdown by DeWitt
after an elghty-yard run, have been from
fHeld gouls. Holy Cross got 3 and West
Point 1. The kick of the Princeton oap-
titln, which won the game this year for
Princetam and virtually the champlonship
for the Orange and Black 1a no new featura
of Yale-Prineeton competitionn It was n
clever drop kick by Arthur Pos which
brought about & Tiger victory In 1588, when
Yale hud the game well in hand, It was
a kick from the fleld which enabled Waont
Polnt to beat Chleago. On the other hand
Chlcago was but getting a dose of [ta own
medlcine, for In the annual Chicago-Wis-
consin game, which was won by a score
of 16 to 6 Chloago was unable to make a
touchdown and won by kicking three field
goale. Opponents of the existing rules
clalm that 6 points are oo many for a goal
from\the fleld as long as a touchdown
brings but the same number. The kick,
mslde from a good defense by (he teum

The number of injuries has been
correspondingly decreased, although as
long as the game of foot ball §s played
thera will be injuries.
